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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claim 1 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
a mechanism configured to relatively move the dielectric material with respect to the 
antenna so that an interval between the antenna and the dielectric material is changed 
between a first interval for the first radio module and a second interval for the second 
radio module, and in combination with the remaining claimed limitations. 

Claim 19 is allowable over the art of record because the prior art does not teach 
the method comprising steps of operating the portable computing device utilizing the first 
module to effect wireless communications using the first frequency band; and relatively 
moving a dielectric material with respect to the antenna to enable optimization of 
wireless transmission/reception by the second radio module operating with the second 
frequency band, and in combination with the remaining claimed limitations.
